Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, including Wilson et al '654, Baski et al '081 , Hauck et al '195 while teach the 
inflatable packer having general features of fluid flow channel between the expandable 
packer member and the tubular mandrel supporting said inflatable packer member, the 
prior art however fail to disclose or suggest a fluid flow labyrinth or tortuous flow path in 
the flow channel for activating the thickening of a rheotropic fluid in the expandable 
packer member.
